Infant safe sleep is focus of new MDHHS plan 


As Michigan marks Infant 
Safe Sleep Month in Septem- 
ber, the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services is releasing a plan to 
improve mother and infant 
health and end health dispar- 
ities. 

Eliminating infant deaths 
due to unsafe sleep is one of 
six priorities in the 2020-2023 
Mother Infant Health and Eq- 
uity Improvement Plan. 
Eliminating all sleep-related 
deaths would reduce Michi- 
gan’s infant mortality rate by 
almost 19 percent — saving 
the lives of nearly 150 babies 
per year, according to the 
plan from MDHHS in part- 
nership with the Maternal 
Infant Strategy Group. 

The plan includes compre- 
hensive statewide strategies 
to improve the health of 
mothers, babies and families. 
Infants sleeping safely is a 
key driver to achieving the 
vision of Zero Health Dispar- 
ities and Zero Preventable 
Deaths. 

To highlight the impor- 
tance of promoting infant 
safe sleep, Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer declared September 
2019 as Infant Safe Sleep 
Awareness Month. 

Babies sleeping safely 
should: 

- Be placed on their backs 
in acrib, bassinet or pack-n- 


play for every sleep time. 

- Always sleep on a firm 
mattress with a tightly fitted 
sheet. 

- Not sleep in the same bed 
as their parent/caregiver. In- 
fants can sleep in the same 
room as their parent/care- 
giver. 

- Sleep without soft objects 
or loose bedding, including 
pillows, blankets, bumper 
pads, wedges and positioners. 

- Sleep at a comfortable 
temperature that does not 
overheat them, nor cover 
their head. 

- Always be in a smoke-free 
environment. 

Breastfeeding has been 
shown to play a role in pre- 
venting sleep-related infant 
deaths. 

From 2010 to 2017, 1,136 
Michigan babies died due to 
sleeping in unsafe environ- 
ments, such as on soft bed- 
ding or on an adult bed, 
couch or sofa chair, with toys 
or blankets, with another 
adult or child or on the stom- 
ach or side. Sadly, most of the 
deaths were preventable. Un- 
safe sleep can cause death 
due to asphyxiation. 

“Asa state, we need to do 
everything we can to assure 
that infants are sleeping 
safely,” said Dr. Joneigh 
Khaldun, chief medical exec- 
utive and chief deputy for 


health for MDHHS. “Cur- 
rently, a baby dies nearly 
every other day in Michigan 
due to an unsafe sleep envi- 
ronment,” 

As part of the effort to pre- 
vent future sleep-related 
deaths, MDHHS is working 
with hospitals, local health 
departments and organiza- 
tions statewide. 

Since January 2019, more 
than 750 nurses and staff at 
20 birthing hospitals across 
the state have been trained in 
safe sleep education. One 
nurse who participated in the 
training reported in an evalu- 
ation form that as a result of 
the training she will “be 
doing more teaching at the 
bedside with new parents 
and caregivers — more ex- 
plaining and demonstrating.” 

In addition, MDHHS dis- 
tributed more than 3,000 In- 
fant Safe Sleep Resource 
Guides to home visitors; 
Women, Infant and Children 
program offices; school-based 
health centers; child welfare 
workers; Children’s Special 
Health Care Services pro- 
grams; and others through- 
out the state. This guide 
serves as a resource for edu- 
cating families on infant safe 
sleep. 

Fifteen local health depart- 
ments in areas with the 
greatest number of sleep-re- 


lated deaths and the Inter- 
Tribal Council of Michigan 
receive infant safe sleep 
funds to conduct countywide 
and jurisdiction-wide educa- 
tion to eliminate unsafe sleep 
deaths. 

The Infant Safe Sleep Pro- 
gram has many other train- 
ing opportunities and 
resources available. To learn 
more, contact the Infant Safe 
Sleep Program at MDHHS- 
InfantSafeSleep@michigan.g 
ov.

Major roadwork is planned 
for the Boyne Falls area next 
summer. At an informational 
open house hosted by Michi- 
gan Department of Trans- 
portation in Boyne Falls last 
week, MDOT officials shared 
details of the project to re- 
construct US-131 through 
Boyne Falls from Cherry 
Street to Thumb Lake Road 
and resurface US-131 from 
Thumb Lake Road to Bear 
River Road. The improve- 
ments aim to correct ever in- 
creasing traffic congestion, as 
well as improve safety. 

The first phase, and the 
most expensive part of the 
project, estimated at $7.3 mil- 
lion dollars, will be a 1.25 
mile total reconstruction of 
US-181 through the M-75 in- 
tersection. A center left turn 
lane will be added to US-131 
and the right turn lane on 
southbound US-131 will be

The Veteran of the Month 
of September 2019 is Luther 
“Luke” Patton. Born Janu- 
ary 26, 1920 in a lumber 
camp in the Jordan River 
Valley to parents Leander 
and Mable Scott Patton. He 
attended the Turner school 
in Bellaire Michigan 
through the 8thgrade. Leav- 
ing school as a young lad he 
worked on the family farm, 
and also freelanced as a me- 
chanic. On 9 December 1941 
at Fort Custer Michigan, 
Patton was inducted into the 
Armed Services. After re- 
ceiving Basic and Advanced 
Military training, and quali- 
fying with the M-1 Rifle, he 
was assigned as a Military 
Policeman. On 22 April 1942 
Patton left the United States 
for the Pacific Theater of 
Operations, arriving on 14 
May, 1942. He was involved 
in the New Guinea and 
Papuan Campaigns. On 11 
July, 1944 he returned to the 
United States, and on 5 Octo- 
ber 1945 received an Honor- 
able Discharge having 
completed 3 years, 7 months, 
6 days of Military Service 
and awarded these decora- 
tions: Asiatic Pacific Ribbon 
with two bronze Stars; Dis- 
tinguished Unit Ribbon; 
American Defense Ribbon; 
Good Conduct Medal; Com- 
bat Infantry Badge.

Liver cancer is the sixth 
leading cause of cancer 
deaths in Michigan, and be- 
tween 2008 and 2017, liver 
cancer mortality increased 
by 46 percent.
